Force apologises for assault bv officers 


AN ARTHRITIC man who had a 
knife held to his throat by a police 
officer says higher-ups in Kent 
Police should have been sacked 
over his ordeal. 

Chatham man Anthony Colcomb, 57, won 
£14,000 compensation and an apology from 
the force after being assaulted by two officers 
investigating an alleged robbery in August, 
2008. They were both subsequently convicted 
of assault and then sacked. 

Sgt Oliver Tingly - who was accused of 
holding the knife to Mr Colcomb’s throat - 
was jailed for 90 days over the incident while 
his colleague, PC Luke Barlow, received 300 
hours’ community service. 

In a letter of apology to the victim written 
on behalf of the Chief Constable, Kent Police’s 
head of legal services Beverley Newman 
admitted there were “clearly important les¬ 
sons to be learned” and that the force “very

much regrets” the actions of its former offi¬ 
cers and the “distress and upset” they caused. 

The letter was dated March 24, just days 
after Mike Fuller had left his job as Chief 
Constable to take up a new position at the 
Crown Prosecution Service. His former 
deputy Adrian Leppard is currently standing 
in while a replacement is found. 

Mr Colcomb said of the attack: “It was 
absolutely terrifying. One officer - Barlow - 
threw me onto my sofa and sat on me while 
he shouted in my face. I couldn’t move at all. 

“Then the other one took me into the 
kitchen and held a knife against my throat. I 
just couldn’t believe what was happening. I 
was expecting to be questioned, not assaulted. 

“I just hope that if this happens again to 
someone in the future it should be someone 
higher up getting the sack. 

“If they did their job properly and instruct¬ 


ed their officers to go gently on people, this 
would never have happened. 

“You hear about the police being heavy- 
handed with their suspects all the time. They 
get away with murder.” 

Mr Colcomb said he was arrested and 
taken to Medway police station following the 
attack, but that he was never charged with 
the robbery under investigation. 

It was during his three-and-a-half hour 
stint in the cells that he learned the two offi¬ 
cers had themselves been arrested, after a 
third colleague who was also present at Mr 
Colcomb’s flat informed his superiors of what 
had happened. 

A subsequent investigation into the matter 
found Sgt Tingly and PC Barlow did not fol¬ 
low the correct procedures when arresting or 
cautioning him, and were therefore not acting 
in the lawful execution of their duty. 

Mr Colcomb said: “The letter of apology I 
received wasn’t very long and it didn’t seem

to me that it came from the heart. It seemed 
like it came from his (the Deputy Chief 
Constable’s) secretary more than him. 

“I am still amazed and disgusted by what 
happened and hope I can now get on with my 
life. 

“I sincerely hope the police do learn from 
this so no other innocent people have to go 
through the same ordeal.” 

This is not the first time this year Kent 
Police have been forced to issue an apology 
for the way its officers have treated members 
of the public. 

In February, former Gillingham resident

Alioune Haynes, 31, won £8,500 compensa¬ 
tion after he was stopped, arrested, hand¬ 
cuffed and strip-searched for no apparent 
reason outside a Gillingham nightclub, in 
March, 2006. 

Mr Haynes said the incident only happened 


because he is black. In relation to the attack 
on Mr Colcomb, Kent Police paid an out-of- 
court settlement of £14,000 following legal 
action taken through Irwin Mitchell solici¬ 
tors. 

Legal representative Iftikhar Manzoor 
said: “There is a strict limit on how much 
force police officers are allowed to use and in 
this case the officers in question went far in 
excess of any reasonable force. 

“The police are there to enforce the law and 
protect the public from harm, and Kent Police 
have some very important lessons to learn 
from this case to ensure something like this 
can never happen again. 

“It’s totally unacceptable to have officers 
going round threatening people and taking 
the law into their own hands.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
confirmed the force had apologised to Mr 
Colcomb. 

He added: “We expect the highest stan¬ 
dards of our officers and staff and aim to 
serve Kent with the commitment and dedica¬ 
tion our communities deserve. 

“No-one is above the law and this case 
shows Kent Police treat everyone equally. 

“We hope Mr Colcomb is now able to put 
this incident behind him and move towards a 
more positive future.” 


‘Cautious optimism’ 
as jobless total falls

JOBLESS figures for Kent and 
Medway have fallen by nearly 900 
in a month - the first reduction in 
almost a year. 

Last month a total of 36,846 people were 
claiming benefits throughout the county com¬ 
pared with 37,744 in February. 

The reduction is in line with national fig¬ 
ures released this week that reveal the num¬ 
ber of jobseekers on the dole has fallen by 
32,900 to 1.54 million. 

However, according to the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) the national rate of 
unemployment stands at eight per cent - the 
highest it has been since 1996 - meaning 
there are still 2.5 million people out of work. 

The unemployment rate for Kent (exclud¬ 
ing Medway) is much lower at 3.5 per cent, 
while the rate for Medway is 4.7 per cent. 

Nick Rowell - director of policy at Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce - believes 
the county may fare better than many other 
parts of the country due to the ability of 


many of its small businesses to survive the 
recession. 

He explained: “Many Kent businesses have 
traded with each other for years and are 
more likely to continue working with one 
another even if one side is late on its pay¬ 
ments. If people know and believe in each 
other they are much less edgy during tough 
times, and the bust is therefore likely to be 
less. Another factor is that small businesses 
are more likely to have bought their own 
premises and assets, meaning they are less 
vulnerable during a downturn because they 
don’t have to pay the interest on them.” 

Reduction 

The reduction in Kent jobseekers marks 
the end of eight straight months of increases. 

The last time the number of people claim¬ 
ing benefits fell was June, 2009, when 34,106 
people were on the dole compared with 
35,197 the previous month. 

David Philpott, chairman of the Institute of 
Directors in Kent, welcomed the news. 

He said: ‘While the national statistics show 
a rise to 2.5 million people out of work, here 
in Kent we have seen a fall in the number of 
people looking for work - down by 898 - and 


that’s got to be good news. While we mustn’t 
be complacent, we should cautiously welcome 
this drop in unemployment and hope that in 
the coming months the trend continues. 

“I would hope some of these new-found jobs 
have been created by the entrepreneurial 
spirit for which Kent is renowned.” 

According to the ONS figures, Ashford is 
the only district in Kent that experienced an 
increase in benefits claimants between 
February and March, albeit only by six, up to 
2,066. Medway experienced the biggest fall - 
150 - but is still home to the most claimants, 
with 7,446. 

Minister for the South East Jonathan Shaw 
- also the Labour candidate for Chatham and 
Aylesford - admitted to KOS Media last 
month that there was a mixed picture across 
the country. 

He said: “This is a worldwide recession and 
we anticipated there would be higher levels 
of unemployment than there ever has been 
over the course of this government, but 
they’re not as high as we or media commen¬ 
tators predicted.”

EVEN after peeling away some 
of the understandable hype, 
Kent 2020 Vision this week 
inspired a positive outlook for 
the county’s business sector.

Tiger Moths fly in the face 
of Icelandic volcano’s ash 


AS VOLCANIC ash closed down UK airspace 
last weekend the nostalgic ‘roar’ of vintage 
Tiger Moth biplanes was heard over the 
empty skies above London Gatwick airport. 

Thirteen classic aircraft from the Tiger 
Club based at Headcom flew in perfect for¬ 
mation at 1,000ft over what is usually one of 
the busiest runways in the world. 

Among the aircraft taking part in the for¬ 
mation was the world’s second oldest Tiger 
Moth, which dates from 1933. 

The formation flight was led by former 
airline pilot Chris Jesson, who explained: 
“The idea was simple: Gatwick was not oper¬ 
ating for commercial traffic and it was a 
lovely sunny day, so we rallied the troops 
together and put a call into Gatwick Air 
Traffic Control to ask permission for the for¬ 
mation flight.

Ms Murphy, 48, from Gravesend, has been 
named as Ambassador of Great Britain 
to the International Society of Animal 
Professionals. 

Founded to improve animal welfare 
around the world and promote common good 
standards of practice, ISAP has asked Ms 
Murphy to help spread the word in the UK. 

“The role is in its infancy at the moment, 
but it’s really about collating a lot of people 
who are like-minded in the animal profes¬ 
sion, from all over the world,” she said. 

“There will be an online forum for people to 
share ideas and talk. If you are a dog walker 
who is qualified and wanted to be part of an 
association, that would be one of the places 
you could go and join. 

‘We have students doing animal-related 
courses and hopefully we will be able to 
bandy about ideas and ask questions.” 

Humane 

As a canine and feline behaviour expert, 
Ms Murphy runs a successful training 
and behavioural service covering Kent, 
London, Essex, Sussex and Surrey, using 
non-invasive and humane methods. 

It was all so different 10 years ago, when 
she worked in sales and marketing with no 
plans to change her career. It was after 
taking in a rescue cat which had a behav¬ 
ioural problem, that her life turned in a 
very different direction. 

“The cat would sit on your lap and then just 
attack you [without warning]. About five 
months later, I had ‘cured’ him and wanted to 
find out what had changed him,” she said. “I 
had two small children and didn’t have the

luxuiy of going to university, so I needed a 
course I could do at home. I got in touch with 
a distance learning college and I wanted to do 
a cat course, but they only had dog courses. 

“They twisted my arm, so I did it. Six years 
later I had a foundation degree in canine 
behaviour management and had my own 
business. I was also running dog behaviour 
classes for a college in Sidcup, doing vet

referrals and writing articles for the Cats 
Protection League.” 

Whether people have adopted a rescue pet 
or bought a puppy or kitten, Ms Murphy 
believes she can help address most situa¬ 
tions, though she stressed that the first step 
is to visit your vet and make sure there are 
no medical issues. 

“About 90 per cent of the time, the problem

WITH celebrities promoting 
grown-up glamorous lifestyles to 
youngsters and child stars gracing 
the world’s stage, child protection 
charities believe being a girl is now 
tougher than ever. 

And with youngsters more than aware of the 
high standards set by society when it comes to 
body image, experts are pushing retailers to 
think how their products may affect children. 

Just last month, glamour model and former 
celebrity mum-of-the-year Katie Price dropped 
the controversial bombshell she was planning 
to launch a make-up range for little girls. 

It followed backlash from the public and her 
ex-husband Peter Andre after pictures 
emerged of their two-year-old daughter 
Princess Tiaamii wearing make-up and false 
eyelashes. 

Ms Price - or Jordan, as her alter-ego 
is known - then announced she wanted 
to create the 'Princess’ beauty range. 

But while critics condemned the 
star’s plans, similar projects - one based 
in Kent - are already up and running. 

Bee for Beauty, founded by 
Belinda Collins, from Aylesford, 
near Maidstone, creates bes¬ 
poke beauty parties for girls 
aged four to 15-years-old. 

The youngest age 
group, four to seven- 
years-old, can be 
treated to mini-mani¬ 
cures and pedicures, 
eye make-up and lip¬ 
stick, nail art, temporary 
tattoos and face jewels. 

For girls aged from seven- 
10, hair straightening and curl¬ 
ing is added into the package. 

And for the older age group, 

10-15, stick-on nails, eye make-

up, lashes, lipsticks, hair straightening and 
curling, and manicures, pedicures and facials 
are available. 

Despite these types of‘pamper parties’ coming 
under fire by children’s charities, Ms Collins, 

30, says her treatments are different. 

“My parties for younger girls are about 
enhancing their natural beauty, not cover¬ 
ing them in bright-coloured lip gloss and 
eyeshadows,” she said. 

“Girls that age want to dress up like 
princesses and need to embrace their 
childhood, but to see a three-year- 
old wearing bright red lipstick is 
just disgusting.” 

Appropriate 

The marketing director 
also hit out at parents 
who dress their children 
up in grown-up clothes. 
Photos of four-year-old 
Suri Cruise, daughter of 
Hollywood couple Tom Cruise 
and Katie Holmes, showed the 
youngster wearing high heels and 
make-up. 

This was defended by Ms Holmes, 
who claimed they were ballroom 


dancing shoes for children. 

But Ms Collins said she disagrees with 
dressing toddlers in high heels and instead 
takes dressing-up boxes full of appropriate 


outfits to her children’s parties. 

Last week, popular clothing store Primark 
withdrew its £4 padded bikini sets, which were 
aimed at seven-year-olds. 

Child protection charities blasted the chain 
for “sexualising” young girls and Tory leader 
David Cameron called it “disgraceful”. 

Chris Cloke, head of child protection aware¬ 
ness at the NSPCC said the growing climate of 
sexualisation encourages a view of girls as sex 
objects. 

“All children should be valued for their abili¬ 
ties and talent. They should be free to grow up 
as children,” he said. 

“Sadly, we have reached a point where many 
children get distressed because they think 
they don’t look good. 

“Manufacturers and shops can help by giv¬ 
ing more thought about how their products 
might affect children. 

“And parents can help by talking sensibly to 
their children about how they dress and what 
they do.”

Food shortage 
is averted as 
Kent battles 
volcano crisis

THE ICELANDIC volcano ash 
that cleared UK airspace until 
Wednesday narrowly failed to 
cause any major food shortages. 

Supermarkets say they worked overtime to 
avoid empty shelves in Kent, despite one coun¬ 
ty airport reporting that food imports arriving 
on its runway had been crippled. 

Fresh fruit, vegetables and even flowers 
stopped arriving at Kent International Airport 
(KIA) in Manston. 

Owner luff atil said staff there used the time to 
catch-up on maintenance programmes and use 
up holiday allowance after the Eyjafjallajokull 
volcano sent massive plumes of ash into the 
atmosphere. There were major concerns 
the type of ash could cripple aircraft engines, 
sending planes into the Atlantic. 

Infratil said KIA handles a lot of freight air¬ 
craft arriving in the UK. 

Absence 

Chief executive Steve Fitzgerald said: 
“We are a key part of that fruit and vegetable 
supply chain.” 

He said KIA handles about three million kilo- 
grams of fruit, vegetables and flowers a year. 

On Wednesday Tom Wilson, of KIA, said: 
“Manston has reopened and it’s a case of back 
to business with freight traffic scheduled to 
return as soon as possible. 

“Manston will once again play its part in 
supplying fresh fruit and vegetables to many 
major retailers in addition to a growing base of 
general import/export cargo flows.” 

And the county’s supermarkets fought back 
during the crisis. Tesco said fewer than one per 
cent of its products are air freighted, and 
where possible it used alternative routes to 
bring these products to the UK. 

The Co-op and Somerfield chain said it did¬ 
n’t use air-freight for its products on environ¬ 
mental grounds, so was not affected at all. 

Meanwhile, the Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association said it did what 
it could to maintain a flow of vital foods.

Agency alert for people with 


PEOPLE in Kent with severe 
breathing difficulties should 
not venture out of their homes 
without taking their vital 
medications with them. 

That’s the advice from the 
Health Protection Agency 
after the volcano eruption. 

It said: “Because small quan¬ 
tities of volcanic ash could 
float back up into the air in 


windy conditions it would be 
sensible for people with exist¬ 
ing respiratory conditions 
such as bronchitis, emphyse¬ 
ma and asthma to ensure they 
keep their inhalers or other 
medications with them.” 

The ash is mixing in differ¬ 
ent layers of the atmosphere 
with small amounts reaching 
ground level, according to the 


Met Office, and some of it has 
been reported in Kent. 

Because weather systems 
are notoriously changeable it 
is not possible to predict 
whether there will be any 
changes in the pattern of vol¬ 
canic ash and the situation is 
being kept under scrutiny. 

The HPA added: “It is impor¬ 
tant to recognise the volcanic 
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shelves full, and the Channel operators did their best to help stranded travellers 



fully recover from all the delays. 

Mr Snelling said: “We face an 
unprecedented logistical chal¬ 
lenge. Of course, for fresh produce, 
this could simply be too long a 
wait and some will simply have to 
be destroyed. Producers in Africa 
are being particularly badly hit - 
in some areas of the continent 90 
per cent of fruit, flowers and veg¬ 
etable exports to Europe are 
delivered by air. With more than 
one million African farmers 
reliant on the UK consumption, 
UK holidaymakers are not the 
only ones watching the skies.” 

Resilience 

Eurotunnel also did its bit to 
help by doubling its capacity with 
Shuttle departures every 15 min¬ 
utes, at the normal price. Some 323 
coaches used the service in one day, 
85 per cent higher than usual. The 
company also provided extra cross¬ 
ings for Eurostar, which enabled 
around 100,000 passengers to 
cross the Channel last weekend. 

The Port of Dover said it made a 


concerted and co-ordinated effort 
with the ferry operators to help 
stranded travellers. 

It said more than quarter of a 
million passengers were handled 
since the airline crisis began, the 
same at 600 Boeing 747s or 336 full 
Eurostar trains. It is also handled 
10 times as many foot passengers. 

Port of Dover chief executive 
Bob Goldfield said: “Once again 
Dover has showed its resilience in 
a time of world crisis.” 

Some teachers and pupils were 
stranded abroad when schools 
reopened on Monday after the 
Easter holidays. 

The included a party of students 
from The Charles Dickens School 
in Broadstairs stranded in the 
United States. 

Some 25 pupils were stuck in 
New York, where they have been 
on a school trip to visit museums 
and artworks with teachers. 

But Kent County Council and 
Medway Council both said schools 
had contingency plans in place to 
deal with staff absences.

weather as the particles cannot be 
inhaled under these conditions.

GB team thrown

THE BRITISH judo team was forced to take 
to the roads when the skies were cleared of 
air traffic.

Emma Griffin, a spokesman for the British 
Judo Association, added: “We are very thank¬ 
ful to Buzzlines for being able to supply the 
coach and drivers at such short notice, 
enabling us to compete in this championship.”

BORIS Johnson’s younger brother has 
promised voters he will not be the London 
Mayor’s representative in Orpington. 

Financial Times associate editor Jo 
Johnson is the Tory 
candidate for the 
Bromley town but 
insists he will be his 
own man if elected. 

He said: “I could 
demand no special 
treatment from him 
[Boris]. And let’s also be 
clear that I am not try¬ 
ing to offer myself as a 
mini-Boris. I would be 
my own man with one 
agenda - Orpington’s. 

If elected, the only peo¬ 
ple who could demand my absolute loyalty 
would be the residents of this constituency.” 

Earlier this year Mr Johnson sent out a 
survey to all 38,000 homes in the area, the 
results of which he used to form his six 
main priorities. These include stamping out 
anti-social behaviour, protecting green 
spaces and championing the revival of 
Orpington High Street. 

Mr Johnson said his background as a busi¬ 
ness journalist gave him a ringside seat on 
Labour’s “calamitous mismanagement” of the 
economy and “lax regulation” of the banks. 

Mr Johnson succeeds veteran MP John 
Horam - who has retired after more than 
30 years in Parliament - as the Tories’ 
Orpington candidate. Mr Horam retained 
his seat at the last General Election with 
48.8 per cent of the vote. 

Boris Johnson has controversial plans for 
a floating airport in the Thames Estuary.

Campaign wants vote for 
anyone but the far-right 


ANTI-fascist campaigners are hit¬ 
ting the streets to warn people 
against voting for far-right parties 
at the General Election. 

The British National Party (BNP) is contest¬ 
ing 15 of the county’s 26 seats next month - 
compared to just four in 2005 - while the 
National Front is fielding two candidates, in 
Faversham and Maidstone. 

Fighting to see both parties’ election dreams 
crushed are members of the Unite Against 
Fascism (UAF) group, who are leafleting con¬ 
stituencies targeted by far-right groups in the 
run-up to polling day. 

Last Saturday they held a stall near the 
Priestfield Stadium home of Gillingham FC, 
whose supporters are rumoured to be the tar¬ 
get of a recruitment drive by the English 
Defence League. 

UAF member Steve Wilkins said: “The BNP 
has candidates in two of the three Medway 
seats, and our position is to ask people to use

their vote for anyone other than them. 

“Although there have been many TV exposes 
over the years, there are still many people who 
don’t realise what the BNP truly stands for. Its 
members ferociously deny everything but the 
evidence is there for all to see. 

“I don’t think any BNP candidates stand a 
chance of winning any of the Kent seats, but 
support for the party is growing and it’s impor¬ 
tant we put a stop to that.” 

Seven of the Kent seats being targeted by 
the BNP are on the outskirts of London, but 
constituencies including Dover, Tunbridge 
Wells, and Folkestone and Hythe, are also 
being contested. 

The National Front candidates are Graham 
Kemp in Faversham and Mid Kent, and Gary 
Butler in Maidstone and the Weald. 

Almost immediately after announcing his 
decision to stand on Monday, Mr Butler was 


made subject to a campaign by his Labour 
opponent Rav Seeruthun. 

Dr Seeruthun said: “The National Front is a 
fascist party and given that both [Tory candi¬ 
date] Helen Grant and I are from [minority] 
ethnic backgrounds, I fear this is the reason 
they have put a candidate up. 

“We must attack them head-on with a cross¬ 
party approach.” 

Dr Seeruthun’s campaign has been support¬ 
ed by fellow Maidstone candidates Stuart 
Jeffery (Greens) and Peter Carroll (Lib Dem), 
but Mrs Grant said she did not want to give 
the National Front the publicity “on which 
they thrive”. 

Mr Butler denied claims that he was racist, 
adding: “I’m not saying kick every non-white 
person out, not at all. 

“We have [minority] ethnic people who have 
lived and worked here in the country for gen¬ 
erations and they have a right to be here. 

“I want to see British jobs for British people, 
but it has nothing to do with race.” 


CONSERVATIVE transport 
spokesman Theresa Villiers 
came to Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey on Monday to support 
the campaign of Tory parliamen¬ 
tary hopeful, Gordon Henderson. 
Mrs Villiers visited the Port of

Gurkhas 

MANY retired Gurkha soldiers are expected 
to say thanks for the successful justice cam¬ 
paign fought on their behalf by voting Liberal 
Democrat next month.

Dr Rav Seeruthun - 
Labour candidate for Maid¬ 
stone and The Weald - said 
it was important politicians 
showed a genuine interest 
in the issues affecting peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life.

His comments were made in response to 
a survey by the BBC Asian Network that 
suggests only just over four in 10 Asian vot¬ 
ers intend to make the trip to the ballot box 
next month. 

Dr Seeruthun said: We don’t engage 
Asians in the political process, and especial¬ 
ly not the younger ones. In fact, we don’t 
really engage any ethnic minorities. 

“I think specifically in Kent the debate 
about immigration gets ethnic minority 
people down. It’s often talked about as 
being a bad thing but most of our parents 
came over here for jobs in this country, so 
there are positive aspects of immigration.” 

Dr Seeruthun grew up in this country but 
was born to parents of Guyanese and 
Mauritian descent. 

Despite there being 89 Asian Prospective 
Parliamentary Candidates across the coun¬ 
try compared to 68 in 2005, the BBC survey 
suggests only 44 per cent of Asian people 
are certain to vote on May 6. It also 
revealed that 40 per cent do not think there 
will ever be an Asian Prime Minister. 

According to separate research conducted 
after the 2005 General Election, 67 per cent 
of Pakistanis, 70 per cent of Bangladeshis 
and 67 per cent of Indians voted - com¬ 
pared with just over 60 per cent nationally. 

However, the Asian vote is expected to 
drop significantly next month. 

Labour candidate for Faversham and Mid 


Kent, Ashok Rehal - who was 
bom in Kenya to Indian par¬ 
ents - said young Asians need 
to feel that politicians value 
their vote. 

He added: ‘Young people in 
general do not feel they are 
part of the system or that peo¬ 
ple listen to them. 

“To an extent you can go to 
mosques and so on, but I think 
it needs to start earlier by edu¬ 
cating young people about politics more in 
schools and universities.”

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Organic falls out of favour 

Producers fear perception of high prices outs consumers off

KENT’S organic farmers 
have backed the findings 
of a new report 
showing a 
decline in de¬ 
mand for the 
food products, 
writes Chris 
Murphy. 

As the effects of the 
recession continue to bite, 
report found sales of organic 
products slumped by almost 13 
per cent last year. 

Producers are finding con¬ 
sumers are shying away from 
organically grown products, such 
as vegetables, because they tend 
to be more expensive. With all 
the belt-tightening going on, 
organic farmers in 
Kent are feeling 
those effects, too. 

Alan Brockman 
helps run Perry 
Court Farm in 
Petham, near Cant¬ 
erbury. He said they 
used to supply a 
couple of dozen rest¬ 
aurants in the area, 
but many have gone 
out of business. 


Mr Brockman, a partner in the 
company, said: “We have had 
very difficult times because we 
have had a lot of bad debts. 

“That hasn’t helped at all. It’s 
all part of this recession. You 
need pretty good credit ratings to 
survive these days. We have had 
to contract quite a lot.” 

Gerry Minister has run 
Luddesdown Organic Farm 
since 1986 and was one of the 
movement’s pioneers. 

He said: “People do think 
organic foods are more expen¬ 
sive, and at one time, they were. 
But these days there is very little 
between them, so cost really is 
not that big an issue. 

“However, it is true that the 
price does appear very much dif¬ 
ferently by the time the products 
reach the supermarkets. 

“If people were to come to our 
farm shop they would find the 
prices are almost the same.” 

Mr Minister farms 1,100 acres 
in the village near Gravesend. 
He said: “Sales of organic pro¬ 
duce are all down. I am sur¬ 
prised it is only by 13 per cent, 
but I suppose that’s an average. 

“The recession started to affect 
us in 2008 and 2009 was not 
good. It’s not picking up yet. 

“I think if people knew how 


prices are now, they would buy a 
lot more of it. If they come direct 
to us, they can see for them¬ 
selves. They would see it is not 
all bad news.” 

The Organic Market Report 
2010 found the worst trading cli¬ 
mate for 20 years. 

Home delivery organic veg¬ 
etable and fruit boxes also fell 
out of favour, with a 9.8 per cent 
drop, while sales of organic goods 
in supermarkets fell by 12 per 
cent, and in the independent sec¬ 
tor - farm shops and health food 
outlets - by almost 18 per cent. 

In total across the UK, organic 
sales fell last year from a record 
high of £2.1bn in 2008 to 
£1.84bn, according to the report 
compiled annually by the Soil 
Association. 

Dairy remains overall the most 
popular food category, account¬ 
ing for 33 per cent of all sales. 

Despite the publicity given to 
animal welfare by chefs such as 
Jamie Oliver and Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, con¬ 
sumers also fell out of love with 
expensive organic meat. 

The report said demand for 
organic beef fell by 30 per cent 
and lamb by 10 per cent with 
organic chicken production 
slashed by 20 per cent. 


Child rode quad 
bike with woman 

A NUISANCE biker has been reprimanded by 
police after she was caught racing a quad bike 
with a child in her arms. 

The 21-year-old was seen riding the vehicle 
up and down Meadside Walk, Chatham, at 
12.45pm on Friday, April 9. 

She admitted using the vehicle while carry¬ 
ing a child in her arms. Neither were wearing 
crash helmets. 

Officers seized the bike as the owner did not 
have any insurance. The woman was also 
given a warning about her future conduct. 


Group trapped 
by their own fire 

FOUR ‘urban explorers’ were rescued by fire¬ 
fighters after becoming trapped in a smoke- 
filled tunnel. 

The youngsters aged between 16 and 21 - 
three men and a girl - called 999 after block¬ 
ing themselves in a disused air raid tunnel in 
Oliver Twist Close, Rochester, at midnight on 
Saturday, April 17. 

Firefighters broke a brick wall using sledge¬ 
hammers to pull out the group from the under¬ 
ground chamber. 

The embarrassed explorers led crews to 
believe they had not started the fire which 
caused the heavy smoke and implied they had 
heard other voices in the tunnel. 

So firefighters wearing breathing apparatus 
entered the tunnel and began searching for 
people who may be trapped. 

However, all they found was a smouldering 
fire and a camera containing photographs 
showing the four youngsters sitting around 
the campfire.

Exhibition of photographs to raise money 
for children of earthquake devastated Haiti

THE earthquake that devas¬ 
tated the capital of Haiti, 
killing thousands, is being 
remembered at a Kent exhibi¬ 
tion to raise money for the 
children left behind. 

The tragedy left thousands of young 
children with no homes, no family and 
no hope. 

But a photographic exhibition aims 
to raise money to make life a little 
more bearable for at least some of the 
young victims. 

Children of Haiti is being held at 
the Community Pharmacy Gallery in 
Margate, and will feature moving 
photos taken by Ema Rush, a prison 
educator. 

It has been three months since the 
quake and local community arts 
organisation Beeping Bush is behind 
the show. 

From a selection of more than 1,500 
shots, organisers say the exhibition 
will showcase a series of powerful and 


yet warm images of children who live 
in and around an orphanage located 
north west of the shattered capital 
Port au Prince. 

They were shot by American nurse, 
Andrea Benton and British teacher, 
Ema Rush, 41, who works as a prison 
educator in Canterbury. 

The pair were part of a relief team 
that volunteered their services a few 
weeks after the earthquake, to pro¬ 
vide practical assistance and also to 
help restore some hope to a communi¬ 
ty 40 minutes’ drive north west of the 
capital. 

Proud 

For most of the team, this was the 
latest of many trips to Haiti, though 
the first since the earthquake. 

Haiti is one of the poorest countries 
in the world and had a tough time 
feeding and housing its population 
before the quake. 

Ms Rush said: “The people are 
intelligent, proud and charming. 
They speak with remarkable frank¬ 
ness about the day their lives 
changed forever. 

“They want to take control. They 
want to prosper. They are aware of the 
media coverage they have had and are 


anxious that the world sees them not 
as victims but as strong and dignified 
brothers and sisters.” 

With around 90 per cent of schools in 
the capital lost, education will be a 
major component of the recovery plan 
for Haiti, she said. 

Ms Rush helped teach at a school in 
Cabaret which had a roll of 220, but 
just 34 after the tragedy, and she is 
unsure what happened to many of the 
pupils. 

She said: “There is a tremendous 
determination to put the past behind 
and embrace new challenges. The chil¬ 
dren I spoke to were aspirational. They 
wanted to be doctors, nurses, teachers 
and other professionals. 

“They are willing and able to confront 
the poverty they see around them,” she 
said. “They just need some basic assis¬ 
tance: materials and importantly, mod¬ 
em equipment. These teachers have a 
blackboard. Their pupils have desks. 
And that is really it.”

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‘Covert selection’ found in top comprehensives 


Grammars marked top 
in social inclusion table 


KENT’S grammar schools 
are more socially inclusive 
than many of the UK’s best 
comprehensives, according 
to a new report. 

Researchers at the University of 
Buckingham found the highest- 
scoring comprehensives were far 
less likely to take their fair share of 
youngsters from disadvantaged 
homes than the 164 remaining 
grammars, 33 of which are in Kent. 

The report adds that when popular 
comprehensives are oversubscribed, 
they often use “covert selection” by 
accepting children based on faith, 
how close they live to the school, or - 
in some cases - by ability 

Kent-based independent educa¬ 
tion advisor Peter Read told KOS 
Media he was not surprised. 

“I think one of the arguments in 
favour of grammars is that they 
give opportunities to disadvantaged 
children, and this report appears to 
be confirming that theory,” he said. 

“The issue with comprehensives 
stems from the whole league table 
system, because schools want to 
attract children who will do the best 
for them. 

“I think it does say something for 
the grammar debate. The selection

system isn’t perfect but it’s better 
than a lot of people are alleging. 

“What concerns me is that chil¬ 
dren whose parents don’t have the 
resources will inevitably end up in 
the worst schools, and that’s not 
good for the country or its future.” 

The report - commissioned by the 
Sutton Trust education charity - 
revealed the 164 top-performing 
comprehensives took in, on average, 
only 9.2 per cent of children from 
deprived homes, compared with 
13.5 per cent for the grammars. 

Ballot system 

It also found that of the 100 most 
socially selective schools in the 
country, 91 were comprehensives, 
eight were grammars and one was a 
secondary modem. 

Sutton Trust chairman Sir Peter 
Lampl said in the report’s foreword 
that a ballot system was the fairest 
way of deciding places in oversub¬ 
scribed schools, but Mr Read said 
that also had its problems. 

He said: “We have a ballot system 
at the Leigh Technology Academy in 
Dartford, which works fairly well 
but it does have the oddity that it 


will separate families and neigh¬ 
bours. The problem with choosing 
proximity to the school to decide is 
that house prices will rise near pop¬ 
ular schools, which is precisely what 
has happened around Valley Park in 
Maidstone. 

“I can’t see a system that’s fair to 
everyone. Parents will always work 
to do the best for their children and 
you can’t blame them for that.” 

Kent has more grammars than 
any other county and is one of only 
a handful that still operates a selec¬ 
tive system. Kent County Council 
has expressed its desire to build at 
least one new grammar to reduce 
the pressure for places in west Kent, 
but neither Labour nor the 
Conservatives want more gram¬ 
mars built. 

Becky Matthews, of the Stop the 
Eleven Plus (STEP) campaign, said 
the Sutton Trust report did nothing 
to alter her anti-grammar stance. 

She said: “The report took the 
highest-performing comprehensives 
and compared them with grammar 
schools, so it’s no surprise they’re 
more socially exclusive. It would be 
a different story if you looked at all 
the comprehensives.”

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Scouting for 
volunteers 

More adults needed to lead all 

the youngsters waiting to join

THE biggest membership surge 
in 38 years suggests the Scouting 
Movement in Kent is battling 
back against video games and the 
internet. 

Just over 500 youngsters signed up last 
year - the largest increase since 1972 - mean¬ 
ing a total of 18,267 are now living Robert 
Baden-Powell’s vision throughout the county 

There are also a record number of teenage 
Scouts in Kent, with the figure currently 
standing at 2,427 - about 25 per cent more 
than when the information was first collated 
in 2001. 

And membership will likely increase for 
the sixth year running in 2011 if the current 
1,000-name waiting list is anything to go by. 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls said: “It’s fantastic 
to witness such a huge surge in Scouting - 
the biggest growth for 38 years - and it is 
proof that Scouting is appealing more and 
more to teenagers. 

“Scouting is empowering, wild and fun, and 
offers so many adventure-based activities for 
young people and adults alike. 

“My goal is for every young person that 
wants to be involved in Scouting to be able to 
be. So I hope to inspire even more adults to 
volunteer and help this happen.” 

The Scout Movement began in 1907 when 
Baden-Powell - a Lieutenant General in the 
British Army - held the first Scouting 
encampment at Brownsea Island in Dorset. 

His aim from the beginning was to support 
young people in their “physical, mental and 
spiritual development”, so they could play 
constructive roles in society. 

The movement has grown ever since and 
today there are more than 28 million Scouts 
around the world, with girls also now 
allowed to join. 

And despite recent technological advance¬ 
ments such as video gaming and the inter¬ 
net, the Scouts have adapted to change with 
successful ideas such as the IT badge. 

However, the movement still relies heavily

on exciting outdoor activities such as camp¬ 
ing, water-skiing and abseiling to draw 
youngsters in. 

But despite the membership surge in Kent, 
the increase in volunteers is less than one 
per cent - well below the UK average of 3.1 
per cent. This means the number of children 
on the Scout waiting list is up by a massive 
23.8 per cent from last year compared to the 
national average of 0.4 per cent. 

Kent leader John Hunt urged other would- 
be volunteers to follow in his footsteps. 

He said: “I absolutely love being a leader. 

“I decided to get involved because I wanted 
to give something back to young people in my 
community, but I’ve really benefited as well. 

“I’ve been able to transfer the skills I’ve 
developed as a leader to my day job, and 
that’s been really important to me.”

SOME 67 years ago a quiet vil¬ 
lage in the Kent countryside 
became the centre of a thriving 
airfield for pilots fighting in 
World War Two. 

Staplehurst was a base for squadrons 
from the Royal Canadian Air Force and the 
United States Army Air Force from 1943- 
44, during the build-up to the Allied inva¬ 
sion of Nazi-occupied Europe. 

Built as a temporary advanced landing 
ground prior to the 1944 invasion of 
Normandy, the 400-acre site, east of the vil¬ 
lage at Chickenden Farm, became a signifi¬ 
cant airfield in the battle. 

Canadian squadrons flew on a daily basis 
from the base, escorting daylight bombing 
raids over France, Holland and Germany. 

In 1944, Colonel John Ulricson, group 
commander of the 9th USAAF, led 52 P51 
Mustang fighters from Staplehurst to 
escort American heavy bombers. 

They were also required to dive-bomb mili- 
taiy targets and knock out bridges. Just 
months after the Americans arrived at 
Staplehurst, 43 Mustangs had been lost, with 
the pilots either killed or prisoners of war. 

The airfield closed in 1944 as the fighting 
moved across the Channel and there is lit¬ 
tle left to indicate it played such a crucial 
wartime role. 

Tribute 


As a tribute to those who gave their lives, 
Ted Sergison, who lives in the village, 
founded the Staplehurst Airfield Memorial 
Project. A memorial with a polished granite 
insert bearing the badges of the three 
Canadian squadrons and the 9th USAAF, 
plus a picture of a P51 Mustang, the plane 
used by Col Ulricson’s squadron, is to be 
unveiled in June. 

Col Ulricson, now aged 95, is travelling 
from the United States for the ceremony 

Mr Sergison said: “It would be intolerable 
to allow the memory of the Canadian and 
American airmen who flew from 
Staplehurst to fade away unacknowledged. 

“The memorial will provide a focus for pil¬ 
grimage and remembrance for years to 
come. We must honour and respect all those 
who flew from the landing ground - and the 
many who never returned.” 

On Sunday, June 6, a service of remem¬ 
brance and thanksgiving is being held at All 
Saints’ Church in the village, from 2pm. The 
unveiling of the memorial will then take 
place at the old airfield, followed by a flypast. 

Russell and Lesley Sparkes, owners of the 
Hawkenbury Country Inn, have supported 
the project by selling ‘Colonel Ulricson’s 
Commemorative Staplehurst Bitter’, with 
labels by Ale and Arty Ltd.

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Steel rope reins in foreign offenders 


NEW powers are helping Kent 
Police clamp down on foreign 
motorists who had been getting 
away with serious breaches of the 
law, writes Chris Murphy. 

Since last year, the force has had the power 
to disable vehicles belonging to overseas visi¬ 
tors if they can’t pay on-the-spot fines. 

Between April, 2009, and March, 2010, Kent 
officers immobilised 125 vehicles using a steel 
rope padlocked around a wheel and the chas¬ 
sis. Police say the new law also means there 
have been fewer collisions and casualties on 
the county’s roads. 

Kent Police said that between April and 
October, 2008, there were 43 collisions and 68 
casualties on our roads involving non-UK reg¬ 
istered goods vehicles. 

During the same period the following year, 
that fell to 34 collisions and 47 casualties.

Before the new laws, police said their hands 
were tied. Officers were unable to issue fixed 
penalty notices to non-UK registered drivers 
because there was no guarantee a penalty 
would be paid within 28 days. 

There was also no provision for checking 
whether or not they had already committed 


previous offences that would lead to an auto¬ 
matic driving disqualification in the UK. 

The powers were given by the Road Safety 
Act 2006, which received its national launch in 
Kent in April, 2009. 

It ensures traffic legislation is now applied 
to all drivers on UK roads. Provisions allow 
non-UK drivers, and even British residents 
who can’t provide a valid address, to be hand¬ 
ed roadside fines of up to £900. Police can 
request immediate deposit in sterling or by 
credit card. 

If they can’t pay, the vehicle is immobilised 
until payment is made. Police can also immo¬ 
bilise defective vehicles until they are 
repaired, or until commercial vehicle drivers 
have taken a break if they exceed permitted 
driving times. 

Officers say fear of detection is now higher 
because of the new enforcement tactics. 

In the first year of the scheme, Kent Police 
have taken 1,464 ‘roadside deposits’ amount¬ 


ing to £40,500. The fines are audited, and the 
cash goes to Treasury coffers. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “As with all 
penalty notices, we do not retain any revenue 
or receive administration costs, so there is no 
cash incentive. 

“The introduction of the deposit scheme 
allows police to enforce the law fairly and con¬ 
sistently, regardless of where drivers are 
from.” 

The head of Kent Police’s roads unit, Chief 
Insp Andy Reeves, said: “The legislation has 
helped us deal more effectively with non-UK 
residents who commit driving offences. 

“The scheme provides a much fairer system 
whereby motorists are treated the same 
regardless of who they are and where they are 
from and brings us into line with other 
European countries.” 
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She blazed a trail to the top 


BRITAIN’S first female chief constable visited 
Kent to encourage more women to go for top 
police jobs. 

Pauline Clare, who was the Lancashire 
Constabulary’s most senior officer between 1995 
and 2002, shared her knowledge and experience 
with members of the Kent force as part of a two- 
day ‘gender progression’ event. 

The 62-year-old, who now works as an execu¬ 
tive coach and trainer, said women being 
appointed to top positions made it more likely 
others would follow in their footsteps. 

She said: “I still didn’t go out to specifically 
encourage women to progress through the 
ranks because I would have been discriminat¬ 


ing against the men. I treated people fairly. 

“More women did start going for top jobs, not 
because I did or said anything, but I was a role 
model and took that very seriously.” 

Mrs Clare was invited by Kent Police Authority 
chairwoman Ann Barnes, who earlier this month 
voiced disappointment that only one woman - 
who failed to make the final shortlist - applied for 
the county’s vacant chief constable’s job. 

There are 1,036 female officers employed by 
the Kent force, the highest-ranked being Det 
Chief Supt Debbie Doe. 

Mrs Barnes said she had been working towards 
improving the progression of women within Kent 
Police, which now has a gender strategy group.

New threat 
of malaria 
from the 
mosquitoes 
on marsh 

MOSQUITOES found in the 
Kent marshes could trigger an 
outbreak of malaria when holi¬ 
daymakers unknowingly bring 
parasites home from the tropics, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Although experts say the risk is low, a 
groundbreaking study, one of the first since 
malaria was eradicated from the UK in the 
1950s, is being undertaken to create control 
strategies against potentially dangerous 
mosquitoes. 

Dr Yvonne-Marie Linton, a biomedical 
researcher from the Natural History 
Museum, has been working at the Cliffe 
Marshes on the Isle of Grain in Medway, 
where a specific type of the insect is found. 

Known as the anopheles daciae, it is one 
of 70 of the 3,525 species capable of trans¬ 
mitting malaria. After World War Two this 
species caused the spread of the disease 
within schools in the county, after they bit 
homebound soldiers who were carrying the 
malarial parasite. 

Dr Linton said her study will assess their 
biodiversity. 

“By knowing the enemy and where they 
breed, targeted mosquito control strategies 
can be deployed against only those poten¬ 
tially dangerous mosquitoes,” she said. 

Malaria, which affects around 500 million 
people worldwide each year and kills two 
million, was eliminated completely from the 
UK after the World Health Organisation 
launched the Global Malaria Eradication 
Programme in 1955. 

In Africa, however, the disease remains a 
massive problem, with one child dying from 
it every 30 seconds. It is spread by anophe¬ 
les mosquitoes - such as those found in 
Kent - carrying the plasmodium parasite. 

The growth of global travel means cases 
are now becoming more common. 

Vigilant 

Dr Linton said: “Possible routes of reintro¬ 
duction into the UK include travellers 
returning with malaria and stowaway mos¬ 
quitoes. As well as our own discovery of 
anopheles, another new species has recent¬ 
ly been discovered in southern England by 
other researchers and this means we are 
not clear on the distribution on our shores. 

“This in part is due to the notion that since 
we no longer have malaria here we do not 
need to worry about our mosquitoes in the 
UK. Given that mosquitoes can potentially 
spread other diseases, such as dengue and 
West Nile virus, we still need to be vigilant 
and create a plan of action should these dis¬ 
ease become a problem in the future.” 

Dr Linton said by carrying out the study 
potentially dangerous mosquitoes can be 
stopped by using DNA samples to target 
the anopheles capable of carrying malaria. 

A study by the Health Protection Agency 
found more than 6,000 cases of the most 
dangerous form - falciparum malaria - in 
the UK between 2002 and 2006, which was 
blamed on people returning from tropical 
countries. 

Although treatable by several different 
medicines in the UK, for poorer countries, 
funding is not available for drugs and pre¬ 
ventive measures against the disease. 

Symptoms of malaria include headaches, 
high temperatures, headaches, diarrhoea 
and muscle pain.

passing through on route to elsewhere, but 
others will stay at Dungeness to breed. 

“Dungeness makes it easier to spot them 
because of the wide, open landscape.”

Briton 

M ORE than 40 years after 
his death, the legacy of 
Sir Winston Churchill 
can still be felt in every 
aspect of Chartwell. 

The imposing house at Westerham, with its 
staggering views of the Weald, was the much¬ 
loved home of the former Prime Minister for 
four decades. 

Today, visitors from all over the world visit 
this tranquil place, to follow in the footsteps of 
the man who led Britain to victory in World 
War Two. 

Churchill made very few visits to Chartwell 
during the war, but when peace was finally 
secured, the house became his family home 
once again and would provide his retreat from 
the world for the rest of his life. 

As I strolled through the grounds I met an 
elderly woman from Beckenham who was 
resting on a bench enjoying the spring sun¬ 
shine and the peace of Chartwell. 

“I love it here, I’ve been bringing my family

here for many years,” she said. “Churchill 
was my husband’s idol and my own. It’s so 
tranquil here.” 

For many visitors, Chartwell’s connection to 
a national hero makes the experience even 
more special. But the estate has more to offer 
than poignant memories of the man voted 
Greatest Briton in a 2002 public poll. 

Chartwell is more than a museum and its 
bright future owes much to the vision of its for¬ 
mer owner. 

As general manager Philippa Rawlinson 
guided me around the extensive grounds she 
revealed how the National Trust is continuing 
Churchill’s work by focusing on the estate’s 
gardens and wildlife. 

When Churchill bought the estate in 1922, 
the house was run down, but it was the won¬ 
derful views that brought the politician to 
Westerham. 

“We want to focus on the gardens because 


that’s what Churchill came here for,” she said. 

“Even during the war he would write to the 
gardener here and ask if he had enough sugar 
for the bees and so on. They would send fruit 
and vegetables from the kitchen garden up to 
London for him. 

“Now the kitchen garden is productive again 
we make sure the fruit and vegetables are 
used in the restaurant and the flowers are 
used in the house.” 

Although Churchill’s role in history is well- 
known to older generations, one of Chartwell’s 
responsibilities is to keep his memory alive for 
younger visitors. 

“Churchill does have a tremendous reso¬ 
nance for people around the world and we 
have lots of visitors from America and the 
Continent,” she said. 

“The challenge for me going forward is that 
the generation that knew what he did is moving 
on. It’s common now that they remember his 
state funeral more than him as a state leader. 

“How do you engage the next generation 
with Churchill and show them why he was 
such an important character?

“We are bringing in a 
learning and events officer 
to do more with them.” 

The gardens will play a 
key role in this new approach to 
captivating children and making 
Churchill a vibrant and meaningful 
figure in their eyes. 

“I think that without Churchill and what 
he did during World War Two the modem 
world would be a very different place,” Ms 
Rawlinson said. 

“It is important children understand 
how we got to where we are and how 
one man can make such a difference. 

Children like to leam and they are 
inquisitive. Our job is to tempt them 
and make history come alive and 
be relevant today. 

We are introducing a garden 
plot for them to get involved in 
because gardening was an impor¬ 
tant part of childhood in the 30s and 
40s. It’s about drawing them in and sparking 
their imagination.” 

Once children have been encouraged to get 
their hands dirty and leam about growing 
their own vegetables, they will also have the 
chance to play in the Marycot - a quaint little 
playhouse built for Churchill’s youngest 
daughter, Mary - and think about how they 
might serve the food during a meal. 

The legacy of Churchill can even be seen in 
these simple activities and it is hoped his 
influence will be felt in modem society. 

“There is a lot of talk about family values at 
the moment and Churchill had very strong 
family values,” Ms Rawlinson said. 

“His children sat down to dinner with some 
quite distinguished guests. He was politically 
active when he was here, but Chartwell was 
still his family home.” 


A LTHOUGH Churchill did not take up 
painting until he was 40, Chartwell’s glo¬ 
rious views would prove to be a huge 
inspiration. 

Many of his works can be seen in the studio 
at Chartwell and studio guide Jan Carter told 
me more about Churchill’s creative attach¬ 
ment to the house. 

“One of the key reasons he bought the house 
was its views,” she said. 

“His nanny, Mrs Everest, had always 
extolled the virtues of Kent as the Garden of 
England and he always wanted to live with 
those views. We have a painting he did of the 
view from the picnic field in 1938. 

“I often wonder what was going through his 
mind as he painted it, because there was a lot 
going on in the world at that time.” 

Painting was one of the many ways in which 
Churchill filled his spare time, which was nec¬ 
essary to keep his persistent depression at bay. 
He was also a skilled bricklayer and built much 
of the wall that surrounds the kitchen garden. 

“He always had to keep busy because of his 
‘black dog 5 , as he called it,” Ms Rawlinson said. 

“It was under control if he could achieve what 
he wanted to achieve. 

“He was a very complex person and he knew 
himself very well.” 


estate in 1922 and moved there after the war 


As Chartwell looks to the future the focus 
will be on making the most of its beautiful gar¬ 
dens. But much of the inspiration is taken 
from the past, from a family man who 
fell in love with the estate. 

This year, butterflies will once 
again be reared and released from 
the butterfly house, a ritual which 
Churchill himself enjoyed so 
many years ago. 

“I can just imagine the chil¬ 
dren’s faces when they saw the 
butterflies,” Ms Rawlinson said. 

“We would not have done 
that if Churchill had not done 
it. The family would have 
found it magical and we want 
to make it magical again.” 

Chartwell is currently 
open Wednesday to Sunday, 
llam-5pm, and will also be 
open on Tuesdays from July 
7 to August 24.

■ Chartwell was the home of Sir Winston Churchill and his family for 40 
years. There has been a house on the site since at least the 16th cen¬ 
tury, and although the building had fallen into disrepair by the time 
Churchill bought the estate in September, 1922, he was captivated bv 
the wonderful views across the Weald. 

■ Churchill’s wife, Clementine, was concerned by the strain that 
Chartwell would place on the family’s finances, particularly as Churchill 
was keen to make constant improvements. When a group of their friends 
and admirers bought the estate and presented it to the National Trust in 
1946, on the proviso that the couple could live there for the rest of their 
lives, Clementine was better able to relax and enjoy her role at Chartwell. 

■ When Churchill died in 1965, Clementine moved out of Chartwell, but 
continued to take an active interest in the estate. She made regular vis¬ 
its to the house until her death in 1977, at the age of 92. 

■ The house takes its name from the Chart Well, which rises at the top of 
the property and is used to fill the estate’s lakes and other water features.

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Weather hitting 
the right notes 

AN UNUSUAL project to make music from the 
weather is taking place in Kent next month. 

And it will be free for people to go along and 
see and hear near Dungeness. 

Campbell Scientific makes meteorological 
equipment and is sponsoring the project. 

The work is called Variable 4 and climaxes in 
a 24-hour installation to create weird music 
from the weather. 

Artists will be setting up scientific instru¬ 
ments from Campbell in the days before the 
public performance. These pick up changes in 
the weather patterns in the area, and these 
signals will be fed live into specially written 
computer software. 

This in turn is used to create unique patterns 
of custom-composed musical forms that will be 
broadcast live on-site for the 24-hour period 
using speakers blended into the landscape. 

It is hoped the output will also be streamed 
over the internet which means the whole 
world has the chance to tune into the musical 
magic of the Dungeness weather. 

Iain Thornton, marketing manager for 
Campbell Scientific, said: “This is an exciting 
project; a fantastic blend of meteorological sci¬ 
ence and art. We have lent the guys the kind of 
weather station normally used in research 
projects in some of the most challenging envi¬ 
ronments on the planet - so a spring day on a 
Kent beach will make a pleasant change.” 

The project, brainchild of experimental 
artists and composers Daniel Jones and James 
Bulley, has been awarded funding by the PRS 
for Music Foundation. 

Mr Jones said: ‘We hope many will stay for 
the full 24 hours so as to experience the full 
range of transitions.”

Let there be more light

Later savs it’s time we took 
on the benefits of shifting our 

clocks forward permanently 


DURING grey economic times in 
our grey yet pleasant land, we all 
know there’s a limited amount of 
sunlight every day. 

We can’t do much about that, 
but we’d all love to enjoy more 
than we have at present. 

The solution to this conundrum 
is right under our noses; or, to be 
more precise, is staring us in the 
face. The clock face, that is. 

Yes, simply by adjusting the 
arbitrary choice of our timekeep¬ 
ing in relation to Greenwich 
Mean Time (GMT), we could all 
have more daylight. 

Lighter Later is the name of 
the campaign aiming to make 
such a change. Lighter Later is 
about shifting Britain’s clocks 
forward by one hour throughout 
the year. 

In other words, instead of set¬ 
ting our clocks to GMT in winter 
and GMT+1 in summer, we 
would set them to GMT+1 in 
winter and GMT+2 in summer. 

We would still put our clocks 
forward in spring and back in 
autumn, but the sun would rise 
and set one hour later through¬ 
out the year, which would mean 
more people are up and about 
when there is daylight. 

It could be light until 11pm in 
summer and not dark till 6pm in 
winter. 

The benefits this simple action 
would bring are almost too 
numerous to note, but include: 

Make us happier by reducing 
the effects of seasonal affective 
disorder (SAD) - and even happi¬ 


er by having lower electricity 
bills from increased daylight 
time. It would reduce C02 emis¬ 
sions dramatically, saving almost 
half a million tonnes. 

The health and safety benefits 
would be sufficient alone. 
Reduced road accidents and 
deaths would save the NHS 
£138m a year and more than 100 
lives. It’s been estimated this 
extended daylight would create 
up to 80,000 new jobs in leisure 
and tourism, bringing extra bil¬ 
lions into the economy. 

The extended day would enable 
people to exercise or play sport 
more after work or school, help¬ 
ing tackle obesity and improving 
health. Longer light with Lighter 
Later could well mean longer life. 

Longer evenings would stimu¬ 
late more community activities 
and reduce crime and the fear of 
crime, as more people would be 
out and about at night. 

For campaigners concerned 
about climate change, it would 
demonstrate taking the right 
action to help the environment can 
be good for us all. Being greener 
needn’t mean deprivation. 


Although this idea has been 
around for years and was put 
into practice in the war years, it 
has been given a boost by 10:10, 
a climate change campaign with 
the aim of getting individuals, 
companies and institutions to 
reduce their carbon footprint by 
10 per cent during 2010. 

In early 2009, Franny 
Armstrong a film-maker and 
director of 10:10 was walking 
through Regent’s Park to her 
first public debate with climate 
minister Ed Miliband. 

The Climate Safety report had 
identified a 10 per cent cut in the 
UK’s emissions by the end of 
2010 as the level of cuts we 
should be making if we are to 
maximise our chances of not trig¬ 
gering a climate catastrophe. 

Franny dropped the freshly 
formed 10:10 idea into that 
evening’s debate with Mr 
Miliband. It was simple, catchy, 
meaningful and something that 
everyone - from big brands to 
schools and families - would be 
able to get involved in. People 
could relate to 2010, but not eas¬ 
ily to 2050. There are now hun¬ 



dreds of companies, institutions, 
schools and organisations signed 
up to the challenge. 

Thousands of individuals are 
following suit, not only because of 
the climate issue but simply to 
save resources and money by 
reducing energy consumption. 

Where the world’s leaders fear 
to go, hundreds of thousands of 
individuals are leading the way 
to a better, healthier life. 

As Pete Postlethwaite’s charac¬ 
ter says in the The Age Of 
Stupid: “We wouldn’t be the first 
lifeform to wipe itself out. But 
what would be unique about us is 
that we did it knowingly.” 

And there’s the crux. We are 
the most intelligent creatures 
ever to evolve. The first to under¬ 
stand how overstretching 
resources to an extinction path¬ 
way works, and the first with the 
potential to jump off that path¬ 
way before it’s too late.

Electing to ignore issue 

The exceptional risks of climate change are 
being airbrushed out of this General Election 
by most parties. 

The Green Party believes cuts in UK 
greenhouse gas emissions of 10 per cent a 
year will be needed for many years. Recent 
research shows the effects of aviation and 


shipping pollution to be considerably worse 
than previous expectations, and airport 
expansion in Kent should be halted due to 
their certain impacts on climate. 

With Manston and Lydd both showing 
recent major financial losses, this provides 
another reason to accept Kent Green Party’s 
argument that these sites should be used as 
all-weather leisure centres. 

Even more startling is research showing 
that up to 39,000 people in the European 
Union are dying prematurely each year as a 
result of pollution from shipping. 

Since all of Kent’s ports, but particularly 
Dover, are trying to expand, this pollution 
now becomes critically important. The longer 
we wait to act, the higher the costs will be. 

The scientific and political consensus about 
the need to deal with human-induced climate 
change has never been wider than today. 

Kent and Medway are significantly 
exposed to the risk of wetter winters and 
hotter summers. 

Kent’s coastline and estuaries are vulnera¬ 
ble to significant changes unless cuts of about 
90 per cent in greenhouse gas emissions are 
achieved by 2050. But Kent County Council’s 
new draft Local Transport Plan does not even 
propose measures to cut traffic year on year 
in order to help achieve this target. 

Kent’s older growth forests play a part in 
storing carbon dioxide. However, if stressed 
by summer droughts, we could see a major 
loss of trees during the next few decades.

Weather is not climate 

In reply to Doug Cheverst on climate issues, I 
would point out that the winter of 1911-12 
that caught out the Titanic, iceberg-wise, was 
a weather event and nothing to do with popu¬ 
lation or industrialisation. 

The weather is what happens over a few 
years or decades within an overall climate, 
which happens, usually, over thousands or 
millions of years. 

The same can be said of the 1953 floods of 
Eastern England which were just an unusual 
combination of events. 

Since then though, as it can take some 30 
years or more for C02 levels to reach the 
upper atmosphere and for the climate to re¬ 
act to such, it has clearly been shown that 
overall global temperatures have risen regu¬ 
larly since the mid 20th century. 

The latest review, which again points to 
man-made influences only and updates the 
2007 InterGov Panel report, was published in 
the Wiley Interdisciplinary Reviews of 
Climate Change, in March, with Dr Peter 
Stott saying: “The fingerprint of human influ¬ 
ence is in many aspects of observed climate 
change.” 

The sun’s activity is also not at fault for 
recent changes as published in the US maga¬ 
zine Science in March, 2009, and re-iterated 
in the above. 

As for the suggestion of scientists’ claims 
for more funding, I quote Prof Tim Palmer, 
who recently said: “People who believe in a 
global conspiracy don’t understand the 
process of science or its practitioners.” 

Meanwhile, the current eruption of the 
Eyafjallajokull volcano in Iceland will only 
affect things for a short time. It would need 
something monumental, like the Toba erup¬ 
tion 74,000 years ago, to affect things long¬ 
term globally. 

Maybe Mother Nature is backing climate 
scientists, who point out that aviation emis¬ 


sions are the fastest growing risk from C02 
to worsening global warming. I suggest peo¬ 
ple vote only for the Green Party or Lib Dems 
at the General Election. Whoever gets in, we 
must all press strongly for an end to ID 
cards, Trident and all the money - over £100 
billion - switched to the Green New Deal, 
without support for new nuclear stations, 
so as to help change our overall social, 
economic and environment circumstances 
for the better.

DISABLED people and those 
with mental health issues have 
been assured they are still enti¬ 
tled to the same employment 
opportunities as everyone else. 

The free Kent Supported Employment 
(KSE) programme - which forms part of 
Kent County Council’s adult social services 
division - provides help and advice in creat¬ 
ing CVs, filling in application forms and 
preparing clients for job interviews. 

Every person who signs up to the scheme 
has the support of an employment adviser, 
who stays in touch even after employment 
has been found. 

Kent Supported Employment also helps 
people who are already in work, but who 
may be experiencing problems due to their 
disability. Cabinet member for adult social 
services Cllr Graham Gibbens said: “Having 
a disability or mental health problem should 
not stop people getting work. 

“Offering people the right support and get¬ 


ting alongside them as they develop their 
skills is an important part of how we can 
help people keep their independence and 
control of their lives. 

“Building relationships with employers is 
also incredibly important. Any business can 
find it useful to learn more about employing 
disabled people and for many of those who 
already do have disabled people in their 
workforce, there is a lot of help available.” 

Cllr Gibbens pointed to the example of a 
Whitstable woman who - despite suffering 
from auditory memory problems - was able 
to set up her own beauty salon in the town.

change to new TT 


NO DOUBT with an eye on 
Peugeot’s stunning new RCZ 
due out shortly, Audi has 
revamped its TT coupe icon for 
the 2011 model year. 

The work includes a new 2.0- 
litre TFSI turbocharged engine, 
which improves fuel economy by 
up to 14 per cent over its previ¬ 
ous equivalent. 

A sport button, first seen in the 
TT RS, is now available as an 
option across the range - it alters 
throttle response, steering servo 


assistance and engine note. 

But most of the work is more 
subtle, with interior and exterior 
nips and tucks, new colours 
inside and out, and xenon head¬ 
lamps with LED daytime run¬ 
ning lights now standard for S 
line versions. 

The new 211PS (208bhp) 
engine can reach 62mph in 6.1 
seconds and yet should average 
more than 40mpg - providing 
the 0-62mph sprint is not put to 
the test too often.

THERE’S a strong family 
resemblance to the new VW 
Touran which arrives later 
this year. 

The German marque’s 
seven-seat people carrier has 
been re-worked to bring it into 
line with the styling of the lat¬ 
est Polo, Golf and Touareg 
models. 

The cabin has also had a 
makeover to help it challenge 
the midi-MPV sector’s UK 
leader, the Vauxhall Zafira. 

In keeping with current 
trends, there are two small 
capacity turbocharged petrol 


units offered alongside efficient 
VW diesels that have tended to 
be the mainstay choices. 

The entry-level petrol engine 
is a new 1.2-litre TSI unit 
delivering 105 PS (103bhp) 
and there is a 1.4-litre TSI 
offering 140 PS (137bhp). 

VW’s automatic parking 
system ParkAssist, allowing 
the vehicle to park in parallel 
and end-on spaces, is also 
offered. 

The new Touran goes on sale 
in the UK in September - 
prices and specifications to be 
announced.

HYUNDAI’S i30 has scooped 
the prize as the UK’s most 
reliable car, according to the

It also knocked the impressive Jaguar 
XF into second place - the executive 
saloon won in 2009 and costs around 
twice the price of the Korean Ford Focus 
equivalent. 

Another perennial favourite, the 
Skoda Octavia, was also knocked back to 
third, while the Hyundai’s most obvious 
rival, the Focus fetched up at 51 in the 
poll across more than 23,000 drivers.

Saab 9-3 Aero 


IF YOU wondered about all the 
fuss when Saab faced closure a few 
weeks ago then the Saab 
Convertible is one big reason. 

It highlights what the Swedish motor brand 
has stood for in its comparatively short life: 
thinking outside the box. 

The company started as a tiny offshoot of 
Saab aerospace in 1949, using aerodynamic 
styling and innovative engineering inherited 
from its parent. 

It famously promoted lighter and cheaper 
front-wheel drive and then turbocharging, also 
notching firsts in car making including: seat- 
belts as standard, headlamp wipers and wash¬ 
ers, heated front seats, impact-absorbing 
bumpers, pollen filters for car ventilation sys¬ 


tems, split-vision door mirrors and asbestos- 
free brakes. 

The marque also followed a distinctive path 
with dashboards - ergonomic masterpieces 
inspired by its aviation heritage - and, from 
1969, sited the ignition key near the gearshift 
to avoid the risk of knee damage in a crash. 

And so to the convertible, which traces its 
origins to 1986, when Saab produced a crop- 
top version of its final in-house design, the leg¬ 
endary 900. 

It was a brave move for a company that, 


even then, was battling entrenched German 
executive marques and couldn’t resist falling 
under General Motors’ control in 1989. 

That partnership seemed doomed from the 
start and Saab closed briefly this year as GM 
sought to cut group losses, only to sanction 
spinning off its Swedish arm into partnership 
with Dutch supercar maker Spyker - sweet¬ 
ened by a 400 million euro loan from the EU. 

When the new partnership resumed produc¬ 
tion at Saab’s Trollhattan plant last month, it 
was symbolic that one of the first vehicles off 


the line should be a 9-3 Convertible - probably 
the only credible rival to big-hitters like 
the Audi A4 and BMW 3-Series convertibles 
and set to play a major role in reviving the 
company. 

Now into its third generation (priced from 
£26,800) since that 1980s predecessor, our test

to maintain rigidity without a proper roof. 

To be fair though, the idea of a convertible 
was in the mix when the current car’s plat¬ 
form was at the planning stage and it shows in 
the car’s composure, even on current indiffer¬ 
ent road surfaces. 

It’s a rewarding car to drive too, with the 
front-driven chassis gripping the comers well. 

But the executive convertible class is proba¬ 
bly less about driving at the limit and 
more about image and style and the Saab 
makes a statement on both: on the first it 


stands apart from normal German ‘suspects’ 
and, on the second, because it looks good with 
hood up or down. 

The three-layer powered top does an excel¬ 
lent job in keeping out road noise and can be 
raised in about half a minute and while the 
car is moving at up to 20mph. 

Top down, the cabin is also reasonably 
well protected from hurricane forces when 
side windows are up though, like all four- 
seat convertibles, those in the back get 
caught in the swirl around the windscreen 


once the side glass is down. Space in the 
back for two people is generous - one of the 
best at this level - and the Saab line-up 
comes generously equipped, though this 
takes you well over £30,000 in the case of our 
Aero flagship model. 

In the Saab tradition the dashboard is 
painstakingly arranged, if a little dated in 
style, and boot space with the roof down is 
good, although it can be hit and miss ensuring 
that the roof isn’t going to halt during retrac¬ 
tion due to an obstmction.

• Charitable Grants 

Funding for charitable grants comes 
from Motability’s fund-raising activities 
and the Motability Tenth Anniversary 
Trust, to provide help towards: 

1) Advance Payments on standard pro¬ 
duction cars. 

2) Adaptations: such as hand controls, 
swivel seats, wheelchair hoists. 

3) Driving Lessons: customers aged 
between 16 and 24, and in receipt of the 
Higher Rate Mobility Component may be 
eligible for help towards the cost of driving 
lessons. 

• Government Grants 

Motability also administers funds on 
behalf of the Government for people who 
need a heavily adapted car, often a 
Wheelchair Accessible Vehicle. There are 
three possible sources: 

The Specialised Vehicles Fund: for people 
who need a Wheelchair Accessible Vehicle, 
either as a driver or passenger. 

War Pensioners: people receiving the 
War Pensioners’ Mobility Supplement and 
qualifying for a Motability car, may be eli¬ 
gible for a grant from the Service 
Personnel and Veterans Agency, based on 
medical records. 

If this requires a vehicle or adaptations 
costing more than the standard grants 
available, an application can be made to 
Motability for help. 

Ex-Invalid Vehicle Service Holders: 
Motability also deals with applications 
from customers who previously drove a 
three-wheeled, blue “trike”, or other 
Government vehicle.

Ticket site takes on

IN A classic David and Goliath con¬ 
test, a small Tunbridge Wells-based 
web agency has launched a rival to 
established online rail ticketing 
website thetrainline.com, writes 
Steve Loader.

SHOPPERS at a major Kent centre ignored 
bad weather and pre-election jitters to deliv¬ 
er buoyant Easter trading, according to new 
figures. 

Ashford Designer Outlet reported sales 
across its 80 stores rose more than 14 per 
cent over the Easter weekend, with footfall up 
nearly six per cent, compared with the same 
period last year. 

Perhaps surprisingly so soon after a reces¬ 
sion, shoppers also targeted designer brands, 
with sales rising 58 per cent, while casual wear 
rose 44 per cent. Popular spring items includ¬ 
ed tea dresses, strappy sandals, handbags 
and swimwear. 



Recession-hardened firms show their steel 


NEW figures show Kent and neighbouring 
areas are spearheading a steely resolve 
by firms to deflect any last blows from the 
recession. 

Statistics from the Equifax Business 
Failures Report for the first quarter of 2010 
show business failures in London and the 
South East were down year on year and also 
better than the last quarter of 2009, when the 
country showed its first feeble signs of emerg¬ 
ing from the downturn. 

Equifax spokesman Nic Beishon admitted 
that this year’s fall against late 2009 was 
still very small - just half a percentage point 
- but could be an important sign that compa¬ 
nies are managing their operations better, 


from cost cutting to improved collections. 

He said: “While this number is small in itself 
I believe it is an encouraging sign of a turn¬ 
around in fortunes for the economy as a whole, 
although clearly there is still much to do to put 
real confidence back into commerce.” 

Kent and neighbouring counties have also 
been faring better than London, where there 
was a year-on-year drop in failures of 4.8 per 
cent in the first quarter and a small 0.3 per 
cent increase against the final quarter of2009. 

For Kent and other South East counties 
though, the year-on-year decline was 15.2 per 
cent and a healthy 4.8 per cent drop in early 
2010 against the last three months of 2009. 

“There is no getting away from the fact that 


the economy is still incredibly fragile,” said Mr 
Beishon, “but these latest figures do give some 
hope that businesses are fighting hard to come 
out of the recession alive and kicking. 

“Businesses and trade bodies all across the 
UK should take heart from these latest fig¬ 
ures, but need to be mindful that it’s still early 
days to be believing this is a clear trend, espe¬ 
cially while the economy remains fragile as we 
await the outcome of the General Election. 

“Businesses must continue to take precau¬ 
tions to protect themselves from some of the 
risks of the difficult trading conditions. 

“They need to continue to use rigorous cred¬ 
it checks, alongside ongoing monitoring of the 
financial status of customers and suppliers.”

We’ve never had it 


so good - 

IT HAS been hailed by the press as the first 
‘digital election’, where battles will be won 
and lost through digital marketing chan¬ 
nels, writes Nick Towers of Sagittarius 
Digital. 

It will also show British businesses how they can use 
this new media to get their 
messages and marketing 
across to current and poten¬ 
tial customers - especially 
as they seek a cost-effective, 
post-recession edge in their 
market place. 

Digital marketing was 
highly effective for Barack 
Obama during last year’s 
race for the White House. 

Mr Obama’s tactical use of 
email, mobile SMS, and 
social networking sites was 
streets ahead of his rivals. 

And UK political parties 
are following suit. David 
Cameron’s Twittering is 
gathering momentum and 
the use of Twitter and social 
networking sites like 
Facebook generally has 
engaged a younger, tech- 
sawy audience. 

Both major parties are 
using email as a way 
at maintaining constant 
dialogue with supporters. 

The Conservatives are 
reported to have bought 
more than 1,500 key phras¬ 
es for Google AdWords 
advertising. 

In the USA, one of Mr 
Obama’s strategies was to 
ensure the right message 
was delivered at the right 
time, through the right digi¬ 
tal channel. His use of 
mobiles allowed communi¬ 
cation with his database of 
over one million mobile 
numbers right up to the 
moment they walked into 
the voting booths. 

And Facebook, which over¬ 
took Google for the first time 
as the most visited site in 
the USA, in March, 2010, is 
now acknowledged as the 
key channel to engaging a 
younger audience. 

But there are signs that 
Britain is waking up to the 
new force. Democracy UK has posted an App for down¬ 
loading voter registration forms and is following up with 
a Facebook ad campaign, targeting 18 to 24-year-olds. 

Research also shows that up to half of those aged 18 to 
25 have become more interested in the election through 


digitally 

online political activity. This change in voter demograph¬ 
ics could have major implications and perhaps lead to a 
‘Cool Britannia’ brand of younger, more connected politics 
and politicking. 

With online intelligence service HitWise UK reporting 
that the 2010 Budget saw voters respond significantly 
through financial and business websites, the message to 
the parties is clear: the internet will be a voice of the peo¬ 
ple. What else can the par¬ 
ties try digitally? 

Better mobile communica¬ 
tions - with voters signing 
up for emails, only the 
Tories have asked for a 
mobile number to receive 
free text alerts but, as I said 
earlier, mobile comms was a 
winner for Mr Obama. 

More viral activity - the 
Tories have been the butt of 
a low-cost Labour digital 
viral campaign featuring 
‘airbrushed’ David Cameron 
posters. 

Integrated campaigns - 
current digital activity 
tends to be fragmented. 
Better links from offline to 
online and across digital 
channels would increase 
longer-term engagement. 

This could include digital 
TV’s red button and 
Bluetooth broadcasting 
around key outdoor media 
sites. 

Google Calendar can keep 
supporters/customers up to 
date with key events, seam¬ 
lessly integrating with 
users’ mobile and computer 
calendars. 

However, though the par¬ 
ties use the new channels, 
they still tend to pump out 
old campaign messages. The 
Tories’ iPhone App is just 
another party line carrier; 
interesting, but not neces¬ 
sarily engaging. A better use 
of such media is augmented 
reality and/or gaming 
mechanics, creating some¬ 
thing interactive and fun. 

As a voting population, 
one thing is certain - bor¬ 
rowing from Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan’s 1957 
speech - we’ve never had it 
so good in terms of being 
able to openly discuss the 
issues of the day 
The party that listens effectively is likely to be the one 
we see celebrating come May 6.

Monopoly game ends 
with Nisa little earner 


THE CO-OP’s £1.57 billion 
acquisition of the rival 
Somerfield supermarket chain 
in 2008 prompted the 
Monopolies and Mergers 
Commission (MMC) to decree 
that the former must dispose of 
144 stores. 

One of the awkward locations 
where Co-op could not be 
allowed to have a monopoly was 
central Gillingham, where a for¬ 
mer Somerfield store in High 
Street has now re-opened as a 
Nisa Extra. 

It follows a deal - for an undis¬ 
closed sum and brokered by 
Christie and Co - for the 10,000 
sq ft store to be taken over by 
Raj Raichura, who becomes one 
of the few independent retailers 
to meet MMC approval for such 
a change. 

Mr Raichura already operated 
a Nisa Local store in Essex and 


was able to satisfy the MMC 
that he had the market knowl¬ 
edge, capacity and support to 
compete and survive against an 
established Co-op just a mile 
away. 

Mr Raichura said: “This shop, 
which we have already refitted, 
is an exciting opportunity and I 
would like to thank Christie 
and Co in helping me with its 
acquisition.” 

• LOCAL convenience store chain 
Kentmart has expanded to eight 
outlets with the freehold acquisi¬ 
tion of a Costcutter at Leysdown- 
on-Sea, Sheppey. 

The 1,200sq ft convenience 
store with private three-bedroom 
accommodation across the first 
and second floors is claimed to be 
one of the busiest independently 
run convenience stores in Kent 
during the summer months. The 
deal, for an undisclosed sum, was 
also handled by Christie and Co.

Web calls the 
tune on Arvid’s 
new frontier 


Arvid Jayal has a lifetime of cutting-edge media experience and a 
passion for where the new frontier is leading us now.

F EW people can put hand on heart and 
say: “I know exactly where the web 
will be in a few years’ time,” but the 
best-run businesses are looking at every¬ 
thing with an open mind, says Arvid 
Jayal. 

And as business development director for Time 
Warner Publishing, with experience across many indus¬ 
try sectors, he believes this approach is the make or 
break of any business. 

“Some are only just waking up to it though,” he added. 
“I recently had a meeting with a traditional company 
and they said, 'Oh, we’ve always thought about the 
internet but never really understood it, but now it’s 
about survival’ - it’s almost too late. 

“And it has all happened so fast - look at Google’s 
growth - and still happening. I heard a brilliant 
description of how the web was changing the business 
landscape. 

“Up to now, it has been like working on land - seeing 
the trees, the rocks, the mountains and being familiar 
with them- but now the online dimension is like enter¬ 
ing the ocean. 

“You have a basic understanding of it, but you don’t

know exactly what you’ll find as you go deeper and 
there is a lot to learn about the threats and opportuni¬ 
ties in this exciting but new environment.” 

It underlines Arvid’s lifelong passion for technology, 
though he also has a first and enduring love for music. 

He grew up in Hampstead, London, but moved to 
Beckenham after meeting his wife, Jo. The couple have 
a son, Jonathan. 

Classically-trained and with a degree in music, with 
eclectic tastes leaning mostly towards jazz-fusion, Arvid 
plays flute, guitar and saxophone and originally worked 
as a professional musician. Yet another interest in pro¬ 
duction and broadcasting led to Scottish TV and his 
first job. 

What follows is a fascinating CV involving print and 
radio advertising, music production, major exhibitions 
and shows, publishing, IT and business start-ups. 

Now aged 56 and still regularly riding his beloved 
motorcycle, he has also found time to be a photographer, 
form a new film and multimedia production company 
and, above all, still relishes a fresh challenge.

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companies and with innovative and visionary 
colleagues. Most of these opportunities have 
occurred by chance, as I have never had to 
formally apply for a job. 

“This has exposed me to new ideas and 
opportunities, enabling me to gather a lot of 
experience and expertise that has stood me 
in good stead in business.” 

Surveying the wreckage of the post-reces¬ 
sion UK economy, he takes a typically buoy¬ 
ant line: “There are always opportunities, and 
recession is a great opportunity to take stock. 

“People tend to get blase when things go 
well and stick with what they know, rather 
than looking at what they can do in a differ¬ 
ent way to meet the new challenge. 

“I find it hard to listen to people crying into 
their beer and not doing something about it. 
Optimism, within reason, can make things 
happen.” 

Consolidate 

Referring to his own company Westling - 
set up some years ago and running alongside 
his interim post with Time Warner 
Publishing - he sees a lot of consultancy 
work available because companies are consol¬ 
idating, either seeking outside help to 
restructure or outsourcing work. 

But he says the key to emerging from reces¬ 
sion is forward-thinking, deploying technolo¬ 
gy to open up a lead over their rivals. 

He still has to fly to locations for Time 
Warner Publishing and for Westling and we 
caught up with him while grounded by the 
Iceland volcanic eruption, but even he admits 
to astonishment at what he can achieve by 
hooking up with colleagues ‘virtually’ through 
cloud computing networks and innovations 
such as Drop Box - an infrastructure that 
allows him and colleagues to maintain a vir¬ 
tual office, sharing files and collaborating 
even via iPhone. 

And he is a huge fan of the iPhone and its 
convergence of communication by phone or 
email, internet, music and a wide range of 
innovative Apps, though yet to be convinced

by Apple’s larger and forthcoming iPad. 

But he believes the most exciting business 
development is social media via sites such as 
Twitter, YouTube and Linkedln: “It is break¬ 
ing down the old business barriers and strait- 
jacketed thinking of the manager and his 
small team and opening up to a much wider 
world,” he said. 

But he is worried that this brave new world 
is threatened by fearful and sometimes over- 
zealous corporates locking down their com¬ 
puter systems for understandable security 
reasons but resulting in the prevention of 
free and speedy flows of information. 

This is the essence of his latest private ven¬ 
ture, Imagin8iv, an offshoot of Westling and 
designed to tap into the new trend towards 


high online e-leaming and training driven by 
high quality ‘rich media’. 

Meanwhile, he is still energised by his own 
business and his wide ranging role at Time 
Warner Publishing: “Again, I was approached 
by an executive search company for this role, 
but given a blank sheet to develop a new cor¬ 
porate identity and business acquisition 
strategy, and it has been fascinating - one of 
the most enjoyable assignments I’ve ever 
had. 

“Apart from being great fun working with a 
great team on an international level, I have 
just enjoyed deploying all the skills I have 
acquired over my career and acquiring new 
ones, such as global logistics and distribution 
along the way.”

Eruption and food security 


TRAVELLERS stranded by the eruption of the 
Icelandic volcano have grabbed the headlines, 
writes Pat Crawford of Hadlow College. 

But beyond the passenger chaos from aircraft 
grounded by volcanic ash spewing into UK and 
European air space, relatively little is being 
reported about the effects on freight services, 
particularly the vast amounts of fresh produce 
imported by air. 

Figures from the Department of Food, 
Environment and Rural Affairs (Defra) show we 
imported 41 per cent of our vegetables and 88 
per cent of our fruit in 2009. Much of the more 
valuable produce is flown in, some from as far 
as Asia and East Africa. How long before some 
of this produce is in short supply? 

Long before this latest threat, government 
agencies were increasingly concerned about 
the UK’s ability to ensure food security. Farmers 
and growers were being exhorted to produce 
more food. 

This new threat puts the situation into a differ¬ 
ent perspective and Charles Tassell, county 
chairman of the National Farmers’ Union (NFU), 
believes it is a much-needed wake-up call. 

He said: “We have become too dependant 
on imported foodstuffs. UK production is 


insufficient to cover emergencies of this type. 

“Britain has some of the best farmers in the 
world and we are capable of producing a lot 
more food. We need to raise production now 
and future-proof food security.” 

Mr Tassell, who is an ex-Hadlow College stu¬ 
dent and farms at Ulcombe, near Maidstone, 
added: “Seasonality has been forgotten and the 
youngest generation of cooks have little aware¬ 
ness of what it means. 

“We need to become more self-sufficient all¬ 
year-round and this has to involve understand¬ 
ing what can be grown in this country and when 
and how to use it.’ 

Hadlow’s finance director Mark Lumsdon- 
Taylor sees another potential problem: “For a 
variety of reasons, farming was in decline for 
years and the industry recruited few new 
entrants. 

“The outlook for most farming sectors is now 
much brighter. Consequently, the industry 
requires more graduates and highly-trained and 
skilled entrants.” 

The silver lining to this particular cloud of vol¬ 
canic dust must be the recognition that a buoy¬ 
ant and successful farming industry is funda¬ 
mental to our food security.

THE chief executive at Locate in 
Kent, Paul Wookey, has a short 
message for London commercial 
property agents, writes KOS 
Media business editor Steve 
Loader. 

It is: “We are not remote, we are not 
peripheral,” but is resigned to the fact that 
he will probably make himself hoarse and in 
vain. Nevertheless, he sees signs that 
demand for London office 
space is starting to outstrip 
supply as the economy puts 
the recession behind it - good 
news for Kent. 

“London is the only place for 
some companies, especially 
bigger corporates, but some 
companies do want to save 
about 50 per cent on their 
office overheads and move to 
Kent - gaining a better quali¬ 
ty of life for their staff, too.” 

The pace of the turnaround 
in the capital, though, has 
raised concerns for Locate in 
Kent (LiK) as director of mar¬ 
keting and research Mandy 
Beame pointed out: “During 
the recession, developers 
stopped building speculative 
ventures - very few compa¬ 
nies build their own business 
premises - and Kent could 
soon start to run out of commercial space. 

“Investment funds are looking for opportu¬ 
nities though and Kent is on their radar, but 
banks are still reticent generally, although 
one or two are taking a slightly more 
enlightened view.” 

The other major barrier to investment is 
the UK’s sluggish planning system, though 
LiK’s council and developer parents were 
said to be working to unlock this. 

On balance though, Mr Wookey reckons 
the county’s ability to attract new invest¬ 
ment and the fact companies held up well in 
the recession, means it is better placed than 
before. Though he warned it could be anoth¬ 


er couple of years before the county is back 
to some sort of normality. 

Kent’s profile and image before the down¬ 
turn had been changed significantly by the 
new HS1 high-speed rail link he said, and he 
predicted more fast bus networks linking 
new developments such as those at Dartford 
and Ashford. 

“The infrastructure of the county is much 
better balanced than before the recession,” 
he said. “What you would have seen three to 
five years ago was the pick of investment 
going into mid Kent and 
north Kent. The picture now 
is investment going into all 
parts of the county.” 

However, he warned of com¬ 
placency in some areas, which 
seemed to escape the worst of 
the recession but seeing a 
nudge upwards in unemploy¬ 
ment trends. 

“West Kent, for instance, 
needs to recognise it must 
compete just as aggressively 
as east Kent - but it is part of 
our job to tell people these 
things.” 

Perhaps surprisingly, he 
seems less worried by bigger 
players in the inward invest¬ 
ment game elsewhere in the 
country, such as the North 
and Scotland, which can call 
upon big grants for big, head- 
line-grabbing employment 
projects. 

“Dover and Thanet still qualify for Tier 2 
grant aid, so we can afford as good a support 
as many of our more obvious rivals,” Mr 
Wookey said. 

“But what we don’t want to do is sell 
Kent on the back of incentives. It has to be 
justified on a year-on-year basis - more 
sustainable. 

“We tend to play down our grant availabil¬ 
ity, but may use it if it helps sway a project.” 

The LiK pitch was more about good and 
improving communications - nationally and 
internationally - quality of life and flexibili¬ 
ty, he added.

How a sale should be done 


AT A TIME when signs proclaiming ‘Sale!’ are 
everywhere on the high street, scepticism 
tends to walk through the door before the cus¬ 
tomers do, writes Julie Maddocks. 

But the three-day sale held by Canterbury’s 
Lenleys furniture store turned the clock back to 
a time when that four-letter word really meant 
something. 

Billed as the ‘Great £1 million refurbishment 
sale’, the first day saw more than 5,000 people 
queuing round the block and causing traffic 
chaos in and around the cathedral city’s 
Westgate area. 

It showed how far shoppers were prepared to 
go - or queue - to bag a bargain and Lenleys 
MD Jonathan Watts admitted it was no ordi¬ 
nary sale. 

He said: “The sale is different in that we real¬ 
ly do need to clear our stock.” 

So a ‘selling out the bare walls’ advertise¬ 
ment drawn up for the event was a fair descrip¬ 
tion as the 75-year-old ‘institution’ prepares for 
a £1 million refurbishment next month. 

Lenleys, founded in 1936 by school friends 
Len Watts and Stanley Adsett, moved from the 
city’s Buttermarket to its current location in 
1983 and the exterior of the building served the 
company well for 27 years, but Jonathan Watts 
said the Roper Road showroom was in desper¬ 
ate need of a facelift. 

“We’re aware it’s not up to the mark,” he said, 
“so we’re renovating and modernising it and 
we want to show our customers our best. 

“For the past few years, we’ve been very 
good inside the store, but externally it’s not 
been great.”

Late payment mountain

NEW research shows late payment 
is clobbering the efforts of smaller 
businesses in Kent and the South 
East as they try to claw away from 
the recession. 

While larger companies have a higher value 
of invoices paid late, as a proportion of 
turnover smaller businesses are still worst hit. 

The findings from NatWest and RBS show 
71 per cent of SMEs (small to medium-sized 
enterprises) in the region have suffered over 
the past year and wasted valuable resources 
chasing their money or even gone bust. 

Another survey by the Association of 
Accountancy Technicians (AAT) names and 
shames bad payers - with estate agents the 
worst by far. 

The NatWest/RBS survey shows the most 
vulnerable businesses - smaller ones with an 
annual turnover of between £250,000 and 
£500,000 - are hit by late payers compared 
with just seven per cent of medium and large 
firms. 

Despite this though, just 45 per cent of 
SMEs have taken steps to improve cash flow 
and, of these, 11 per cent have hired an in- 
house credit controller. 

Only nine per cent have used invoice dis¬ 
counting and eight per cent factoring, two 


effective means of 
plugging a cash flow 
gap and now widely 
recognised as good 
alternatives to main¬ 
stream funding meth¬ 
ods. 

Greg Jones, NatWest 
and RBS MD of busi¬ 
ness and commercial 
banking in the South 
East, said: “Bad debts 
and late payment of 
invoices are endemic 
for UK businesses. 

“For more than one 
in 10 (12 per cent) of 
firms, over 60 per cent of all their invoices are 
paid late, causing major cash flow problems. 

“What’s concerning is that so few are mak¬ 
ing use of services from their bank to help alle¬ 
viate the problem. The reality for most small 
businesses is they are too busy to spend time 
chasing payment and managing debtors.” 

Federation of Small Businesses spokesman 
Stephen Alambritis said: “Poor payment prac¬ 
tices can drastically affect cash-flow for small 
firms at a time when business owners are 
doing their best to hold on to precious funds. 

“Indeed, figures from BIS show that late 
payments were responsible for some 4,000 
business failures in 2008 alone. 

“Since the downturn we have been urging 
businesses and agencies in both the public and 
private sector to sign up to the Prompt 


Payment Code to highlight best practice and 
help boost the cash-flow of small firms during 
these tough times.” 

The NatWest/RBS research also spotlighted 
sectors worst hit by bad debt, with the whole¬ 
sale industry at number one with 93 per cent 
of firms suffering late payments during the 
year. 

Other big sufferers were manufacturing (81 
per cent), construction (80), business services 
(72) and retail (66). 

The AAT survey showed estate agents came 
bottom of a survey by paying 18 days later 
than agreed terms, while painters and decora¬ 
tors tended to pay on time. Other bad payers 
surveyed included taxi firms and solicitors. 

AAT spokesman Tom Kelman said: “Late 
payments can cause a domino effect, particu¬ 
larly when people are struggling with cash¬ 
flow. I’d like to see estate agents see the error 
of their ways and follow the fine example of 
prompt payers, the painters and decorators.” 
His top tips to ensure prompt payment: 

• Credit-check new customers; 

• Communicate your payment terms to cus¬ 
tomers; 

• Consider offering a discount for those who 
pay within a certain timescale; 

• Don’t be afraid to chase late payments; 

• Put time aside each week to deal with cred¬ 
it control. 

He added: “Cashflow is essential to SMEs 
and should be viewed as priority. By taking 
control of who is due to pay you and when, you 
can help to minimise late payments.” 



Clearing the air 

ASH from the volcanic eruption in Iceland 
led to misery for thousands unable to fly 
from or get back to the UK by air, but where 
does that leave them legally? 

A Kent firm reckons the legal situation 
could be as murky as the clouds causing 
planes to be grounded. 

Edward Foster, of Fosters Law, in 
Folkestone, said: “Essentially you have a 
contract with the airline to get you from A 
to B, so that means the airline should, if 
necessary, try to reroute your journey, 
thereby fillfilling their obligations. 

“However, if a flight is cancelled, or 
delayed for more than five hours, and you 
are flying from an EU airport or from an 
airport outside the EU to an EU airport on 
an EU carrier, under EC Regulation 
261/2004 - it is always a help to quote this 
- you will be given a choice between a 
refimd or rerouting to your final destina¬ 
tion. Under 261/2004, you are not entitled 
to reimbursement of any other components 
of your trip, such as hotel costs. 

Extraordinary 

“If there is a delay in getting to your des¬ 
tination due to rerouting, you are entitled 
to compensation depending on the length of 
journey and the delay. However, the airline 
is not obliged to pay compensation if it can 
prove the cancellation was caused by what 
is called ‘extraordinary circumstances, 
which could not have been avoided even if 
all reasonable measures had been taken’.” 

He said the crisis had raised many more 
questions and equally difficult answers. 

Early contacts, if the airline is unrespon¬ 
sive, should be the Air Transport Users 
Council at www.auc.org.uk; and the 
European Consumer Centre Network, 
www.ukecc.net - for when complaints con¬ 
cern European flights booked and operated 
outside the UK. If flights were part of a hol¬ 
iday package and the tour operator is 
unhelpful, contact Consumer Direct at 
www.consumerdirect.gov.uk.

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England legend holds coaching workshop in Kent 

‘Psycho’ Pearce keen to get 
coaching message across

Elite guiding 
young talent 

YOUTH football coaching is an increasing¬ 
ly competitive market, but one Kent-based 
set-up is catching the eye of several big 
clubs. 

Soccer Elite FA has thrived since it was 
set up by former professional players Lee 
Spiller and Tony Browne in 2006. 

It now has more than 400 youngsters 
aged two to 16 training at centres in 
Maidstone, Sittingbourne and Kings Hill. 

The reputation has followed, with Soccer 
Elite’s sides regularly playing their counter¬ 
parts in big academies. Last weekend the 
under-IOs gave a good account of them¬ 
selves at Aston Villa, losing 6-4. 

To date, 30 of their players have signed 
for professional clubs, ranging from play¬ 
ers heading to Gillingham’s centre of 
excellence right to the top flight, with Ryan 
Gooderson and Rafferty Pedder, set to join 
Tottenham’s under-9s next season. 

The success prompted Chelsea to 
recruit Spiller and Browne to coach part- 
time at their academy and the link has paid 
off as two more of their players have now 
signed for the Blues. 

Spiller believes Soccer Elite has succeed¬ 
ed because they replicate the experience of 
a top-flight set-up. 

He said: “We run it as a professional 
academy, even using the same balls as the 
Premier League. We run the same drills 
and techniques we use at Chelsea. 

“All our coaches are current or former 
pros and we have people like [Dover strik¬ 
er] Adam Birchall, who was at Arsenal 
under Arsene Wenger. We want to pass 
our knowledge on to the kids.” 



COACHING standards are 
improving, but more money is 
needed at grass roots to make fur¬ 
ther progress, according to England 
under-21 coach Stuart Pearce. 

The former England international ran a 
coaching workshop staged by the Kent 
County Football Association at Dartford’s 
Princes Park this week. 

More than 70 coaches of teams at all levels 
from across the county observed Pearce run 
a session with players from Dartford’s 
Academy, before fielding questions on a 
range of footballing issues. 

Pearce, who spent two years in charge at 
Manchester City before joining the England 
set-up, was pleased with the turnout. 

In an exclusive interview with this news¬ 
paper he stressed the importance of youth 
coaches installing good habits. 

“It’s more important for them to be good at 
their job than it might be me, as silly as that 
sounds,” he said. 

Invite 

“Younger players are blank canvases, they 
have obviously got physical and mental 
attributes at birth, but on top of that they 
turn up to work with their first coach and 
they just soak knowledge up. 

“If you give them the right knowledge and 
the right influence you’re going to get a good 
player out of it, or a player who is going to go 
as far as he possibly can on his ability. 

“If you give him the wrong information the 
chances of me picking up a player at 18, 19, 
20 are negligible.” 

Pearce sees putting on coaching work¬ 
shops across the country as part of his 
under-21 coach’s job description. 

The former full-back, nicknamed ‘Psycho’

for his passionate displays during his play¬ 
ing career, believes progress in coaching is 
being made, while acknowledging there is 
still a long way to go for England to match 
some of their more technically gifted rivals 
on the international stage. 

He said: “I think there’s more of an empha¬ 
sis on coaching in this country now, but I still 
think we have a hell of a long way to go. I 
think we have to have a better mentality to 
keep on learning. 

“At the top end, in my game, you can be a 
manager who gets an opportunity like I did 
in the Premier League, you have a couple of 
seasons at it and it’s very easy to write peo¬ 
ple off very quickly. 

“It’s important coaches at all levels are 
supported and it’s seen as a whole career. 
Maybe that message gets sent out a bit by 
coming out here.” 

Given the authority to make changes in

“He’s very professional. I think at the age of 
63 to continually try to improve himself is a 
great example for people like myself. 

“We have someone who has won nine 
titles in 14 years in respective countries 
and still I walk past his office and see him 
reading a book or a handbook underlining 
sentences and saying this could be useful 
to us. For me what an example he is to a 
young coach.”

“We’re going there with a mentality of try¬ 
ing to win it, it’s as simple as that. 

“I would expect that to be the same for 
probably 90 per cent of the nations going 
there.

English football, the 48-year-old is clear what 
he would do to make further improvements. 

“I would say probably some of the finance 
that’s in the game at the moment should be 
channelled more to grass roots and clubs at 
the bottom, so everyone has ample amount 
of coaching staff who are qualified,” he said. 

“A lot of clubs are working on a shoestring 
and at the top end of the game clubs are giv¬ 
ing money away willy-nilly, sometimes to 
agents and stuff like that. 

“Certainly on my wish-list I’d have a 
national football centre built tomorrow 
where we could invite coaches in, invite the 
best players in and develop a university of 
coaching, which would be a real priority.” 

Lee Suter, KCFA development officer, who 
organised this week’s workshop, was 
delighted with the outcome. 

He said: “I think anyone who has attended, 
if they only pick up one thing that’s great. 

“Anything you can pick up from someone 
with 25 years’ experience, managing in the 
Premier League, managing elite players, can 
only be positive.” 


Town’s joy at double win 


FAVERSHAM Town completed a league and 
cup double to cap off a fine season and now 
prepare for life as a Ryman League club, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

The Lilywhites picked up their first piece of 
silverware in 20 years with the Kent Senior 
Trophy last Sunday and followed that up 
with an 8-0 thrashing of Corinthian in mid¬ 
week to claim the Kent League title. 

For chairman Bob Mason, who was part of 
a group that helped reform the club in 2005 
after expulsion three years earlier, winning 
the league was a proud moment.

COUNTY cricket could be set to 
return to both Maidstone and 
Folkestone in the near future 
with club chairman George 
Kennedy welcoming interest in 
taking the first-class game 
around Kent. 

The club’s second string played a game at 
The Mote in Maidstone last season, the 
first time a senior Kent side had played 
there following a points deduction in a 
County Championship game against 
Gloucestershire in 2005. 

Kent’s second XI are due back again this 
summer and with The Mote harbouring 
ambitions to upgrade facilities, including a 
new pavilion, a return could be on the cards. 

Kennedy has been pleased with the reports 
about the pitch at Maidstone and said pro¬ 
viding the upgrades are completed, he would 
be interested in resurrecting the popular 
Maidstone Cricket Festival. 

Conditions 

“When [the facilities] get back to a proper 
standard then they will get absolute due 
consideration like anywhere else,” he said. “If 
they are still at the planning stage then 
you’ve got to say it’s looking like a couple of 
years, but as soon as they are ready there is 
every possibility that we would like to rein¬ 
state a Maidstone festival. 

“The report on the pitch last season was 
good and that’s why we are going back again 
this year. There is no problem whatsoever 
with playing conditions, but there are all 
sorts of health and safety issues about the 
state of the pavilion and the facilities in gen¬ 
eral. The truth of the matter is they are not 
up to county standard.” 



With the club set to play a Tiome’ game at 
the Brit Oval in this year’s Friends Provident 
t20 competition, it’s refreshing to hear 
Kennedy discussing a return to what in the 
past have been popular cricket festivals in 
the county. 

The Kent chairman also opened the way 
for a county return to Folkestone, a venue 
that hasn’t staged Kent cricket for 19 years, 
after learning of plans to redevelop facilities 
at the old Cheriton Road ground. 

Plans were submitted at the end of last 
year which included giving the current out¬ 
dated facilities a complete makeover, an 
extra artificial turf pitch, indoor training hall 
and brand new clubhouse. 

The multi-million pound project has the 
backing of the Roger De Haan Charitable 
Trust and Kennedy has urged developers to 
get in contact about a Kent return. 

He said: “There is talk on the horizon that 
Folkestone could come back on the circuit at 
some stage. There has been talk that people 
are putting money into the area and I would 
personally like to see it back on the circuit. 

‘We haven’t had any conversations as yet 
but we are always keen that if the facilities 
are right and we can get the right gates, we 
will go there. 

“Anyone who can supply a first-class 
wicket and first-class facilities, we would

be willing to talk to. What I want to avoid 
is this being known as Canterbury Cricket 
Club. It’s Kent Cricket Club for the whole 
of Kent.” 

Kennedy also revealed the green shoots of 
recovery have appeared after the club 
announced a deficit of £802,000 for the last 
financial year. He said sponsorship deals 
with Demelza House, Shepherd Neame and 
ETL Telecom has helped and feels the club 
is finally getting its house in order. 

“At this stage of the year, of which we are 
halfway through because the financial year 
starts in October, we are in far better nick 
than we were last year,” he said. “That’s 
quite important because the money has 
started to come in now It’s looking good 
because for the first time we have got rid of 
the overhang and we are starting with a 
clean sheet. 

“Every department is performing rea¬ 
sonably well so that’s encouraging and 
membership revenue is up.” 
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
